IIli Larder

From Anvtltt Time
In the Indian country of the West a grim

specter stands with bony fingers over stretch-
ing out toward tho Inhabitants of the region
This grisly phantom In tho form of hunger
which with his companion thirst holds
dominion over tho land Tho country Is
vast and roomy but ono wonders what con
be found therein to sustain life

About some of tho Indian villages are to
be soon small patches of maUo or a fow tiny
melon patches hut those cultivated areas
are of little account ns compared with tho
number of persons to bo foci These too

exceptions rather thnn tho rule a major-
ity of tho towns baring no such cultivated
fields

In various parts of the arid region which
shelters so n portion of our barbarian
population ft tree remarkable for
certain properties the botanical name of
this plant is Inuiorit julitiora It Is popularly
known as the alsarohu or honoy mesquite
This tree thrives with little moisture grows
with thick bushy top to a height of twenty
to feet affords shelter from the wind

and best of all In the of the
hungry natives It yields abundant crops
of fruit known as mesqiilte beaus The
slim green pods hang In clusters from tho
tlpsof the boughs often bending the branches

to breaklnz so abundant do they
The pods whloh are olx or seven

Inches long are pulpy Juloy fairly palatable
and nourishing

Those beans are gathered dried and stored
In the peculiar granaries of the Indians
hugo baskets holding several bushels each
and are pulverized when wanted for food
In wooden or stone mortars and the meal
thus formed Is soaked In water and eaten
without further preparation or It Is baked
Into a sort of unleavened bread It Is the
principal and favorite food of several tribes

Tho crAW benn Is another food product
less plentiful but even moore highly prized
because of Its sugary qualities This fruit
Is often eaten as plucked from the tree It
ripens the latter part of Tune or In July a
little later than the mesquite bean

In some of the mountain sections tho
Prvnut AndtrsonH or ohamlsh Is found In
abundance The pit of this fruit ore pounded
In mortars and the mtal Is then eaten There
are many varieties of the cactus fruit which

SAN FIUNCISCO Juno 21 Nine persons
wore wounded this morning In Eddy street
